Our water system has 
been operating for a 
number of months now 
using one of the new 
wells and the elevated 
storage tank.The weicht 
of the water in the 
storage tank makes it 
possible to maintain a 
constant, even pressure 
throughout the system 
and thus furnish water 
to our people adequate- 
ly and whenever they 
need it. This must be 
a great relief to many 
who lived in upstairs 
apartments or tried to 
use their automatic 
washers. However, it is 
costing considerably 
more than was charged 
by dirs. Graham. 

The present rates were 
figured by our engin- 
eering firm to give 
enough revenue to main- 
tain the system,pay the 
interest and payments 
on the bonds and set up 
a reserve fund. The 
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figures compiled in 
setting up the rates 
must satisfy the bond 
attorneys and the Mich- 
igan Utilities Commis- 
sion. In a municipal 
water system every cus- 
tomer must have a meter 
and be billed according 
to the same.rates.There 
are no special cases; 
even the Fire Depart- 
ment must keep a record 
of the water used in 
the operation of their 
fire equipment. Below 
are the rates as pres- 
ently set up: 

Any amount used,up to 
10,000 gallons costs 
$17.00 per quarter. The 
next 5,000 gallons 
costs 70 cents a thous- 
and per Quarter. The 
next 85, 000 gallons 
costs 60 cents a thous- 
and per @uarter; The 
next 400,000 gallons 
costs 50 cents a thous- 
and per quarter; the 
next 500,000 gallons 
costs 40 cents a thous- 
and per quarter, and 
all over 1,000,000 gal-
